The note, made public in London 
last night, has been received with 
profound disappointm ent by French 
opinion. 
This is evident from the 
com m ent of the m orning new spap­ 
ers. 
Le Matin, generally understood to 
he a Poincare organ, calls the note 
“a m arvel of confusion and contra­ 
diction.” 
“The Baldwin note,” it 
says, “is 
lam entable for England. 
It shows to 
an unsuspected degree the state; of 
m oral disintegration into which the 
E nglish leaders have fallen, which is 
only com parable to the slate of finan- NO 
cial disintegration into which Ger­ 
m any has fallen.” 
Even L ’Oeurre sharply critical of 
Prem ier Poincare and alw ays ready 
to turn eeryv event to his disadvan­ 
tage, rem arks: 
“Stanley Balwin, the English cap­ 
italist considers that 
the right 
of 
E nglish capitalists m ust have preced­ 
ence over those of French and Bel­ 
gian war sufferers.”

BERLIN, Augu. 13.—Just what at­ 
titude Dr. Gustav Stresem ann, the 
new chancellor, w ill 
take 
toward 
“big business” now that he is install­ 
ed as head of a socialistic-bourgeois 
cabinet, is a question which is al­ 
ready actively agitating the minds 
of the politicians. 
They recall that 
Chancellor Stresem ann w as 
wholly 
indebted to the influence and sup­ 
port of industrialists for his political 
advancem ent. 
W hen the old polit­ 
ical lines wrere forced to dissolve 
after the revolution 
of Novem ber 
1918, Stresem ann, then a R eichstag 
loader in the old national liberty par­ 
ty, suddenly found him self marooned 
as the new ly 
created 
dem ocratic 
party of Theodore W olff, refused to 
receive him into its fold. 
Undaunted by the rebuff, Stress- 
mann proceeded to organize the Ger­ 
man people’s party which presently 
becam e known as the “industrialist 
party,” because it was no secret that 
its organizer had recruited the new 
party out of the ranks of the indus­ 
trials following, and won for it their 
m aterial support. 
The wrorking out of the 
post-war 
problem s gradually resulted in creat­ 
ing a right and left 
w ing 
in

party, Stresem ann being commonly 
viewed as the champion of the liber­ 
al faction.

home life. 
To 
Mrs. Harding 
he 
attributed 
many of the late president’s success­ 
es, stating that through her he was

place within the gift of the Ameri­ 
can people. 
“H e w’as reared 
in a 
Christian 
home,” said the speaker and he at­ 
tributed 
his 
following 
the 
early 
teachings of his fond parents, and 
education received in 
a Christian 
college in a large m easure as re­ 
sponsible for his attainm ent of the 
presidency. 
In his remarks Mr. Inlow spoke of 
the nation’s 
homage 
in honoring j 
with highest tribute the dead presi­ 
dent as his body wfas conveyed on a 
special train from the “Golden Gate” 
city to the w hite house, then taken 
to the capítol and lastly to Marion, 
O., his home town for his final sleep. 
High Points of Address 
Dr. Inlow said. In part: “The an­ 
nouncem ent of the death of Presi­ 
dent Harding shocked the world as 
perhaps no other announcem ent has 
in years. 
H e was a good president 
and a good m an—an humle Christian 
seeking to the best of his ability to 
serve God and humanity. 
It is prob­ 
able that he literally worked him seli 
to death 
seeking 
the 
welfare 
of 
others. 
He was 
the first 
Baptist 
president the country has ever had, 
and no president ever lived a more 
consistent Christian life.. The nation 
and the world are poorer that he has 
fallen. 
H e was greatly needed in 
this particular day. 
He 
stood for 
righteousness in affairs national andj 
international. 
No 
president 
ever 
more sincerely sought 
to do right, 
and none w as ever held in higher 
esteem by his countrym en.” 
“President Harding was human, as 
you 
and

are 
human,

thoroughly religious 
and a 
genuine 
Christian, and 
was 
thoroughly 
an 
American. 
H e had a fine start. 
He 
was horn in the country and in a fine 
Christian home, with a good father 
and a goood mother.

MOVE UNDER WAY 
TO AVERT A STRIKE

WASHINGTON. 
Aug. 
13.—The 
federal governm ent moved today to 
avert an anthracite strike by invit­ 
ing representativa of both the op­ 
erators and m iners to confer 
with 
tho coal com m ission here im m ediate­ 
ly. 
A telegram conveying the invita­ 
tion to both 
sides 
went 
forward 
shortly after noon. 
It was signed 
by Coal Commission officials after 
they had conferred with 
Pesident 
Coolidge. 
For the present, at least, it was in­ 
dicated that the president desired to 
leave the situation entirely in the 
hands of the com m ission. 
W hether 
he would take any more direct steps 
later to insure an agreem ent 
has 
not been revealed. 
There Is no doubt, however, that 
Mr. Coolidge is fully advised regard­ 
ing the break between the operators 
and miners, which is threatening a 
suspension of work in the anthractie 
mines on Septem ber 1, and w ill 
re­ 
main in closest touch with all 
de­ 
velopments.

ROCKEFELLER AND FORD. 
John D. Rockefeller's 
recent 
birthday 
brought him much publicity, most of it of a 
very friendly sort. 
Innumerable articles 
on Mr. Rockefeller have been written, most 
of them dwelling on his vast benefactions. 
It is interesting to note howr often in these 
apioles a contrast is drawn between Mr. 
Rockefeller and our other most famous rich 
man, Henry Ford. 
."“Henry Ford Í3 between fifty and sixty,” 
rem arks one newspaper. 
“Since Rockefel­ 
ler was Ford's age, he has done more for 
humanity than Ford has ever done in his 
whole life or gives any indication of doing.” 
The New York Tribune writes in the same 
vain. 
“ Mr. Ford,” it notes, “has not, like 
Mr. Rockefeller, given much money away. 
There are no institutions for medical re­ 
search in this and 
other countries of his 
founding. 
He 
maintains no 
bureau for 
studying the needs of the people so that 
the money he gives away may go where it 
will do the most good. 
Although he, as 
much as any man, ought to know the handi­ 
cap of lack of education, he is not a con­ 
spicuous contributor to colleges or techni­ 
cal schools of any institutions of learning.” 
And yet millions regard Henry Ford as 
the best friend of the poor man and Rocke­ 
feller as the poor 
m an’s 
worst enemy. 
Henry Ford could 
muster 
more votes— 
many, many more— on the strength of his 
Mussel Shoals enterprise than Rockefeller 
could win by citing the incalculable bene­ 
fits which the Rockefeler 
foundation has 
conferred upon mankind. 
It cannot be any process of reasoning 
which has led these millions to look upon 
Ford as a great and good friend and Rocke­ 
feller 
as a scheming, 
heartless 
enemy. 
W hat is it, then? 
It it plain stupidity and 
plain ignorance, or is some obscure instinct 
at work here— an instinct perhaps essen­ 
tially accurate, after all, at least in part— 
thát is, in so far as concerns the feeing of

these people towards Ford? 
It must be 
mere ignorance, 
mixed 
with 
prejudice 
which causes so many to ignore or even to 
decry Mr. Rockefeller's great benefactions. 
But perhaps something deeper than this is 
responsible for the widespread conviction 
that, even if he hasn’t given much money 
away as yet, Henry's heart is in the right 
place and th at he wants to be the poor 
marn's brother and 
benefactor even if he 
doesn't know exactly how.

CHASING THE HUMAN RACE BACK­ 
WARDS. 
From the St. Louts Star. 
The clipped flint cone found in an Ozark 
cave by Anthropologist Gerard Fowke may 
be accepted to be of human workmanship, 
and still the claim for the antiquity of its 
m aker remains to be proved. 
Mr. Fowke found the cone imbedded in 
ancient debris fallen from the face of a 
cliff, and several feet below the floor of the 
cave. The floor itself shewed signs of hav­ 
ing been used by Indians for hundreds of 
years. 
If the underlying debris had been 
accumulated slowly during the centuries, 
and if the cone was dropped during this 
period of accumulation, 
then 
it was the 
work of a man far more ancient than any 
otherwise recorded in America. 
But there 
are weaknesses in the evidence. 
In the first place, debris to a depth of 
sevefial feet may have fallen all at once. 
The floor of the cave may have been built 
up slowly, to the point where it was used 
when the cone was drbpped. 
Then there 
may have been a crash— and a week later 
the makeiYof the cone may have been cook­ 
ing his breakfast on top of the debris cover­ 
ing i t 
As Mr. Fowke describes the cave, this 
seems probable. 
The cone was found in 
laminated debris— clay and stone stratified 
by having been built up slowly. 
But the 
great mass of debris above it was not lami­ 
nated, suggesting that it tumbled in a mass. 
There is also 
a possibility 
that 
some 
natural or artificial hole had once existed 
in the material on the cave floor, and the 
cone had dropped into it. 
To prove his case, therefore, Mr. Fowke 
needs to corroborate it by searching other 
caves in the same careful, scientific man­ 
ner. 
W hether his interpretation is right or 
not, he has described his work accurately 
and furnished material for comparison writh 
later excavations by himself or others.

It will be nothing to the discredit of Pres­ 
ident Coolidge if he becomes aware pres­ 
ently of an ambition to retain for a longer 
period than the unexpired portion of Mr.

"Old Glory” Is to be changed. 
Science and art have tested the 
old flag and have decided that It 
is too long for its width. 
It is 
to be trimmed one inch for 
every eight inches in length. 
This makes it about the same 
size as the pno that was carried 
by Yankee troops in the Ameri­ 
can revolution. 
It Is the first 
change made In the flag since 
Arizona and New Mexico were 
admitted to the union more than 
a decade ago. Tests by art ex­ 
perts and government officials 
have been made on flagstaffs 
of various heights. 
The starry 
field of blue and the seven red 
and six white stripes have not 
been changed, though. 
Except 
for the additional stars, it is the 
same emblem honored by the na­ 
tion since the days of Washing­ 
ton. What is thought to be the 
largest correct flag in this coun­ 
try is at the postoffice in Wash­ 
ington, D. C. 
This hangs from 
the roof of the inner square and 
spreads over six stories. The 
length is 70 feet 6 inches, and it 
is 37 feet wide.

and economic crisis, which Is having 
particularly a noticeable 
effect on 
trade. 
The communication declares that 
Great Britain 
would be willing 
to 
^ have representatives 
of 
both 
the 
United States and Germany on the 
proposed board of inquiry inta the 
Iteichs’ assets, and that the repara­ 
tion commission, being preponderant­ 
ly Franco-Belgian would hardly 
be 
competent to conduct such an investi­ 
gation. 
“When steps have thus been taken 
" to ascertain the real value of the as­ 
sets representatd by German repara­ 
tions,” says the note, “and to secure 
its realization without further depre­ 
ciation, His 
Majesty’s 
government 
will be ready to deal as generously 
as circumstances permit, and In the 
n light of their respective capacities to 
pay, with the debts due to Great Brit­ 
ain by her allies. 
“They cannot, 
having regard 
to 
Great Britain's heavy material losses 
during and since the war and to fu­ 
ture tax burdens, on its trade, admit 
that other countries are justified in 
claiming that the agreed percentages 
of reparations payments should now 
be further modified or changed in 
the order of propiety. 
“But they remain prepared to ask 
for no more in respect to the very 
> large sums due by their Allies than 
will together with the reparation pay­ 
m ent by Germany, meet the British 
war debt to the United States gov­ 
ernment. 
“Their policy 
means that 
Great 
* Britain would be prepared to waive, 
in the interest of a complete general 
rettlem ent a very large part of the 
amount for which tne 
British 
tax­ 
payer holds the due obligations of 
the Allied governments.” 
Great Britain, the note continues, 
»Js “reluctant to contemplate the pos­ 
sibility that separate action may be 
required in order to hasten a settle­ 
ment which cannot much longer be 
delayed without gravest consequen­ 
ces to a recovery of trade and the 
peace of the world." 
As to the legality of the Ruhr oc­ 
cu p atio n the note declares that the 
British government has been inform­ 
ed by its most competent legal auth­ 
orities that the 
occupation 
is not 
authorized under any sanctions con­ 
tained in the Versailles treaty. How­ 
ever, Great Britain is willing that the 
treaty’s legal interpretation be refer­ 
red to the international court of jus­ 
tice or to other suitable arbitration. 
The peace treaty, the note con­ 
tends, only authorizes occupation of 
the left bank of the Rhine and the 
bridge 
heads. 
It adds that 
Gr^at 
Britain “cannot believe the Fret h 
§ and Belgian government’s

able to reconcile the opinion of the 
world to an indefinite maintenance 
of so perilous a situation.”

Score French Policy 
LONDON, Aug. 
13.—The British 
government, in publishing its official 
correspondence with the allies since 
June, placed on record its position 
with regard to the German repara­ 
tions problem. 
Lord Curzon, secretary for foreign 
affairs, in an elaborate note dealing 
with all the manifold aspects of the 
. 
problem, declared the British govern- 
Mnent regarded the occupation of the 
Ruhr as illegal and unauthorized by 
the Versailles treaty, thus supporting 
the German contention. At the same 
time, however, he offered to submit 
the point to arbitration by The 
k Hague or by some other body. 
While still adhering to a tone of 
the utmost courtesy and saying noth­ 
ing definite with regard to any sep­ 
arate action on the part of Great 
Britain, Lord Curzon emphasizes that 
Great Britain could not agree with 
the French policy which he intimat­ 
ed plainly seemed to point to an in­ 
definite occupation of the Ruhr. 
Lord Curzon still leaves it to the 
French to suggest the method ot’ se­ 
lecting an international commission 
to examine into Germany's capacity 
to pay reparations. However, 
he 
plainly declared Great Britain could 
not accept the decision of the repara­ 
tions commission on 
this 
matter, 
since that commission had become the 
mere instrument of 
Franco-Belgian 
policy. 
Finally, Lord Curzon declared the 
British government still adhered to 
the plan of ex-Premier Bonar Law, 
under* which Great Britain would be 
satisfied to obtain from German re­ 
parations and allied debts to Great 
Britain a sum 
sufficient to 
meet 
Great Britain’s obligation to the Unit- 
»ed States. 
. Lord Curzon admits the Belgian re­ 
ply at first sight appeared to be less 
uncompromising, but a closer exam­ 
ination showed both the attitude of 
Belgium and France, for all practical 
^purposes, identical. 
Hence, he said, 
the British government asked leave 
to deal with both replies in a single 
answer.

FOUR MILLION LOSS 
FROM BIG BLAZE

MONTREAL, Aug. 13.—Damage es­ 
timated at more than $4,000,000 was 
caused yesterday by a fire that de­ 
stroyed an entire block on Osborne 
and Mountain streets, opposite the 
W indsor Hotel. 
Originating In the 
Ledoux-Jennings 
carriage 
factory, 
the flames spread to apartm ent hous­ 
es and scores of families had to va­ 
cate their homes. No lives were lost 
and no one was injured. 


SEVERAL STRIKERS AT 
HAMBURG W ERE KILLED 
BERLIN. Aug. 13.—Several strik­ 
ers were killed and many wounded 
at the Hamburg shipyards today in 
a clash with the police, according 
to advices received here. The strik­ 
ers are alleged to have prevented 
those willing to work from enter­ 
ing the ship yards, whereupon the 
police intervened and were attacked 
by the strikers.
